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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-18 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior art cited in 
its entirety, not based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the said prior 
art which teaches An image read/write head comprising: a substrate which carries a plurality 
receiving elements, a plurality of printing light elements and a plurality of drive IC chips 
incorporating driving circuits for providing drive control of the printing elements; a case 
mounted on the substrate for surrounding the plurality of light receiving elements; a 
transparent cover mounted to with document being transferred; a light source disposed in 
the case for the document; and the case for contact illuminating a plurality of lenses 
disposed in the case for forming , on the plurality of light receiving elements , an image of 
the light source; the transparent cover and the plurality of printing elements being provided 
on a same surface side of the substrate arranging platen roller for a document and a platen 
roller for a recording paper on the same surface side of the substrate, the plurality on the 
substrate at of printing elements being provided portion projecting beyond the case; image 
read/write head further including supporting means rollers, for supporting at least one of 
the platen rollers, respectively, as set forth in Claims 1, 7-8,15-18 including all of the 
features recited therein.
